Husband’s, Upon this they took Burnet to the Wo- 
man, who abfolutely deny’d his Affertion, and that her 
Husband had never had a Wateh. — They then took 
Burnet before two Juftices of the Peace, to whom he 
confefs'd this wicked Affair ; which, we are ioform’d, 
was to this Purport : 

Toat the Evening the Marder was committed, he 
happen’d to take a Walk with one Pain, another Sol- 
dier in the {ume Regiment, up Stokes-Crort; and in their 
Converfe together, Pain told him, he would have a 
Goofe for Supper that Night; but he telling Pain he 
paid for his Board, did not agree with bim on the De- 
fign. Then, faid Pain, I'll have fome of the firft Man’s 
Money that comes by, which untortunately happened 
to be the Deceafed; whom, as Burnet fiys, Pain knock’d 
down while he pafled forward, and immediately rifled 
the Deceafed of his Watch, and Sxpence in Meney. 
Pain was taken laft Night at Laurence-Hill, and has 
fince confefs’d another Accomplice, a Mafon in Town. 

P.S. We fince have it for certain, that Burnet declar’d 
before Sir Robert Cann and Alderman Elton, that he re- 
fus’d accepting of the Watch and Sixpence, which Pain 
| offer'd him. That Ten Days after, a Robbery being 
committed on Durdham-Down, the faid Pain came to 
his Roam and brought the Watch, defiring him to hide 
the fame, and left it on a Table in bis Room, and then 
went away; that sbout a Fortnight afrer he exchang’d 
the faid Silver Watch with one Harry, a Carpenter, tor 
a Tortoife-fhell Watch, and 11. 6s.
